The a cappella tradition has been a part of school culture for decades. As a student 
run activity, group members held auditions and formed ensembles, wrote their own 
arrangements, and ran led rehearsals. The ensembles held four Jamborees, commonly 
referred to as “Jams”, over the year to showcase months of hard work to the public.

Students learn to see the world in a 
different light by studying literature 
from many times and places. 
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Courses went beyond reading, writing and listening; 
students learned how to look at the world through new 
lenses, such as the freshman Capstone Project which 
investigated why humans tell stories. Developed and 
taught in conjunction with corresponding history 
courses, English classes focused on improving analyzing 
skills, organization and reading comprehension. Juniors 
delved into American literature as they studied U.S.

In addition to homework, clubs and other extracurriculars, 
students above the age of 14 often found other ways to fill their 
schedules and resumes through local restaurants, stores and 
organizations. From scooping frozen custard at Abbot's Frozen 
Custard in the town center to teaching elementary kids at J.W. 
Hayden Recreation Centre, students found diverse 
opportunities involving their interests. Beyond being a source of 
income, jobs were a place of growth and learning. Anthony 
Sjodin (12) said, “Well | think LHS and all schools strive to 
teach their students responsibility and, sure, you learn it with 
due dates on homework and running clubs, but there’s a totally 
different type of responsibility to others that you learn when 
working and | don’t think | could have learned that from school 
alone.” Some, however, were their own bosses. Mina Lee (12) 
was one of several student musicians who taught private 
lessons. The music department allowed students who played 
instruments to sign up to teach aspiring elementary and middle 
school musicians. Lee said, “I think one of the most surprising 
things I’ve learned while teaching is that | learn just as much as 
my student (hopefully) does during our lessons. Though the 
idea of having complete freedom in how and what | teach was 
inevitably daunting at first, | think it allowed me to really take 
the time to focus on how | can best create an environment 
where my student can feel not only comfortable in making 
mistakes but excited to as well, so that she is more driven to 


constantly search for new ways to improve.”

Why did you choose to take portraits instead of other types of photography? § 

“Portraits are quite overdone now to be honest, but | love the interactions | get with the person I’m shooting. I'm not just trying to make | 
them look good on camera, I'm striving to capture genuine expressions and emotions. That's probably why so many people do 
portraiture; the rush of capturing just one single perfect frame out of thousands is addicting.” 


What types of moments do you like to capture? 

“Every shot, in my opinion, should have a theme. Do | want her to look fierce? Excited? Bored? Keeping these thoughts in mind, | do 
my best to capture unforced, natural moments. People often try to control every aspect of the shoot, but I've found that the best shots 
are often unplanned and on the fly.” 


What advice do you have for other aspiring photographers? 

“If you're shooting people, remember that the awkward poses often look best on camera. Try unconventional angles, and if in doubt, 
shoot from below! Don't be afraid to hold sessions in locations that have a lot of people; they really don't care and you shouldn't 
either (unless you're in the way).” 


How do you improve your skills? (Who do you look up to, what resources do you use to learn, etc.) 

“| carry my camera EVERYWHERE (Yes i'm that guy). If you're not practicing, then you won't improve, and photography is no 
exception. | used Youtube and Google for tips and guides, but remember, if you have your own technique and style that you like (and 
your clients like) then stick to it.”
